A PANIC. 


Scenes of the Wildest Confusion 
In the Floor of the 
Exchange. 


The Bears and’ Bulls Fu- 
rious With Rage 
and Anger. 


A Scrimmage at One Time 
Almost Inevitable. 


Over $100,000 Worth of Margins 
Called for This Morning. 


An Agreement Between the Longs 
and Shorts Violated. 


Wild Gambling for Money—Yelling and 
Howling in the Bear-Pen—A 
Regular Pandemonium. 


The floor of the Merchants’ Exchange pre- 
sented scenes of wild excitement this morn- 
ing that have never before been seen in this 
market. A howling, cursing mob of madmen 
filled the“ pen.“ and gathered on and around 
the steps, and for a period of half an bour or 
so the most terrific confusion prevailed, and 
it seemed as though pandemonium had broke 
loose. It was a terrible fight between the 


struggle called forth scenes and remarks that 
plainly showed the observer to what a storm 
men’s minds could be worked up toin the 
greed for money. The members assembled 
atanearly hour in the lobby of the Ex- 
change, and, save the unusual excitement 
and anxiety depicted on everv countenance, 
the assembly was an orderly one. The lead- 
ing operators were canvassing the situation. 
They all saw its gravity and knew that some- 
thing must be done to check the panic that 
had struck the market. The three failures 
of yesterday, and the crippled condition in 
which some houses were thoughtto be in- 
creased the anxiety felt. Calls for addi@fonal 
margins on option deals had been tremend- 
ous this morning, amounting fully to 
ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 
if not more. It was not known 
of course, whether the longs had responded 
to these calls, but it was felt that it the mar- 
ket was allowed to break auy more that swift 
ruin would be the fate of many, and that 
more financial wrecks would be seen in this 
market than ever before was known in its 
history. After consultation among them- 
selves the leading operators tacitly agreed to 
stop all regular trading in options on the 
floor, only making purchases and sales in set- 
tlement, thus settling most of the outstand- 
ing contracts and giving every one an oppor- 
tunity toevenup. With this understanding 
the operators went upon the floor. Here the 
to receive a surprise 
that fairiy lifted them out of the confident 
self-possession they felt in security of their 
position and profits. Tue crowd bad fairly 
got into the pen and prepared to trade when 
a broker, who is said to be long, broke into 
wild shouts of, Give ’30 for March Wheat 
anyway—in settlement or regular, I don’t 
care which, give 30!“ Some more of the 
bulls took up the cry and in a second the 
shorts found the market jumped Wp.on them 
THREE TO FOUR CENTS A BUSHEL. 

Then the circus commenced. Earaged at 
what they thought to be a breach of promise 


on the bulls’ part, the shorts let 
loose their voices at the top 
of their lungs in their efforts 


to hold the rejected down. Pale with anger 
and with flashing eyes the two factions con- 
fronted one another. Howls, yells, curses, 
rent the air. The crowd was a struggling 
mob of wild men, with brandished arms, 
shaking fingers and bandying epithets that in 
cooler blood they would have been heartil) 
ashamed of. J.C. MacGinnitie was offering 
to sell wheat a half and a cent under the 
market and daring the bulls to take it. Ben 
Barnes, perfectly beside himself with rage, 
was slinging whole blocks of fifty and one 
hundred thousand bushels at the heads of 
the longs. We'll give you your belly fun,“ 
he sbouted. “Sell your May wheat 
at $128%! Give you $129? Why 
don’t you trade? Lou'll beat us, will sou? 
— — — you, we'll break the market 
down to 81 20.“ Hurling himself through 
the crowd, J. C. Ewald, the largest short 
here, threw himself into the vortex of the 
bustling crowd, and pale with anger com- 
menced dsnouncing the bulls for their at- 
tempt to force the market up. ou agreed“ 
shouted he, to stop trading and stop this 
ruin, but, blank you, you come up here and 
and try to take advantage of us.

All this time the longs were keeping up a 
ceaseless clamor for wheat at $1 30 for March, 
$1 31 for April and $1 28% for May. Two of 
the members got involved in a wordy dispute 
that very nearly ended in a fist fight,the party 
who was short“ growing so beside himself 
with anger that he sprung forward and 
caught his opponent by the coat collar, and 
with hand uplifted was about to strike him, 
atthe same time telling him to pay him 
the money he already owed 
from his other failures, The 
„long“ was eager for the fray, and after in- 
sinuating that he would 

“CUT THE HEART OUT” 
of the “short” made a suspiciocs movement 
with his hand to his pocket. Friends jumped 
in here and parted the excited men, but for 
some time it looked as though there would 
be a free fight. Everyone was excited to the 
highest pitch and it needed only a blow to be 
struck to precipitate a first-class scrimmage. 
Finally calmer feeling was established,though 
every now and then there was an outbreak 
from some excitable party when he fonnd it 
impossible to make a trade. The greatest 
feeling seemed to be over the action of 
the longs in February wheat. It has 
been known for some time that a strong 
clique had possession of that deal and was 
attempting to 
CORNER THE MARKET. 

February has been held up 5 to 6 cents 
above the next option, and the parties who 
were short found it impossible to get settle- 
ments out of the longs. The shorts were in 
no moodto brook any standing off of the 
longs, and they loudly demanded tbat they 
come down to a legitimate price and settle up 
all their contracts. The longs, however, 
would not do this. To give an instance: A 
February wheat short went to one of the 
clique and offered to settle. “I will,” said 
the long, at $1 37.” 

“Why,” remarked the short, that is not 
the market. It was offered on the call at 
$1 344.“ 

“Yes,’? sarcastically returned the other; 
„That was wind; this is wheat.“ And ne- 
gotiations stopped right there. 

An agreement was at last entered into by 
the shorts and the longs to do 
MOST OF THEIR TRADING IN SETTLEMENT. 

Some operators refused new business 
altogether aud would only trade where they 
could settie out contracts. By 
this means the panic was checked anda 
healthier feeling developed, prices showing 
agreat improvement over the low rates of 
yesterday and a more confident tone observ- 
able. Trading, however, was comparatively 
| gall and at prices jumping half 

a cent at a time frequently, as 
an operator would give little attention to 
a fraction or even a full cent when he saw a 
chance to make an advantageous settlement. 
Undoubtedly the course pursued by the 
operators in thus trading chiefly inthe set- 
tlement of contracts was the only thing that 
stopped a panicand. prevented the ruin of 
many. The shorts deserve great credit for 
agreeing to the proposition, in fact, deserving 
of much more praise than the longs. The 
Chicago market was lower, and reports re- 
ceived from all other points were of a decid- 
edly discouraging nature. If the shorts 
had so wished, they had the game 
in their own hands, and could undoubtedly 
have mashed the market to a point where ut- 
ter ruin would have struck most of the longs. 
Instead of seizing this advantage they mag- 
nanimously made. the first proposition to 
stop regular trading and try to settle up all 
the contracts possible. At the noon call the 
operators voted to suspend the rule whereby 
a fine is inflicted upon any one bidding 
or offering to sell in settlement. 
By this, à good many contracts were got off 
the market. The eagerness shown by oper- 
ators to get out, jumped prices up consid- 
erably oa this call and the market was 2c to 
ze bigher than yesterday. Up to the close of 
the forenoon board everything was lively. No 
failures were heard of, and it looked very 
much as though the panic was over. 

THE COURSE OF THE MARKET, 
during the forenoon session, showed a large 
range in price, February wheat selling at 
$1 34% to $1 37, closing at $1 37 ,; March at 
$1 28 to $1 30%, closing at $1 304; April at 
$1 29% to $1 324s, closing at $1314; May at 
$1 28% to $1 3l&, closing at $1314; June at 
$1 29% to $1 22%. May corn sold at 6lcto 
624(, closing at 620. 

SLAYBACK, SMYTHE & co. 

There is but little new regarding the sus- 
pension of this firm, and the matter has 
already been well covered. The rumor 
on ’Change was that they would offer 
a settlement on the basis of forty cents on the 
dollar. Mr. Charles E. Slayback was found 
at his office on Main street, below Cbestaut. 
and he was despondent, but bear- 
ing up reasonably well. “For 
twenty years 1 have been in business 
on my own account,” said Mr.Slayback, and 
this is my first calamity. If the money which 
is owing to me is paid I can pay doilar for 


dollar, but there are times when 
payments are shirked. Aa yet I ba ve 
offered no basis of settlement, 


as I will have to receive accounts sales from 
my different connections at Baltimore, New 
Orleans and elsewhere. Inthe meantime I 
have received a great number of kindly dis- 
natches, and my friends are expressing their 
sympathy most feelingly.’’ 

Mr. Siayback said that whatever basis of 
settlement was agreed upon he would devote 
his future energies to wiping out the entire 


indebtedness. For the present nothing defi- 
nite couid be arrived at. 
J. SCHREINER & CO. 

Regarding this firm there is nothing new. 
The reports which have already appeared in 
the Post-DISPATCH are generally correct, 
and everything wis quiet at their office, 
on the fourth floor of the Ex- 
change building.

Quirino Gaitan, a Mexican, Kills his 
Victim at a Fandango, 


For Which he was Executed To-Day— 
Jesse Barber Swings for Killing 
Mack Perry. 


To Go to Glory. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AuGusTA, Ga, February 10.—A Winsboro, 
S. C., special says Jesse Barber, colored, was 
hanged there shortly after noon to-day for 
the murder of Mack Perry last August. He 
spent part of the night in prayer and reading 
the Bible. He said he was ready to die, 
to go to glory. He still insisted the 
shooting was accidental. A large crowd of 
colored people was early iu the town to wit- 
ness the hanging. The drop was over five 
feet. Death was almost instantaneous. 

BARBER’S CRIME. 
Special to the Post- Dispatch. 

WINNSBORO, S. C., February 10.—Jesse 
Barber hangs here to-day for the murder of 
Mack Perry, who was found lying on his 
stomach in a cabin last August, shot through 
the back. Barber had threatened Perry’s 
life, and, when arrested, confessed in jail 
that he went to Mack’s house to get satisfac- 


tion, because the latter said Barber stole wa- 
ter melons. He pulled a pistol, pointed it at 
Perry, and it went off accidentally. Barber 
had the selection of his own jury, ten white 
and two colored. The jury convicted in fif- 
teen minutes. He has spent the most of his 
time in jail reading the Bible. He was mar- 
ried, but as soon as convicted his wife went 
living with another man. 


A Mexican Hung. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GALVESTON, TEX., February 10.—A 
Brownsville special says: Quirino Gaitan, a 
Mexican, was hanged there this afternoon 
forthe murder of Riuz Contreras last sum- 
mer. A great crowd of Mexicans and Ameri- 
cans were present. The condemned man 
showed great bravado. During the last 
hours he was comforted by a priest saying 
prayers. There was no disturbance. 

GAITAN’S CRIME. 
Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 


Gaitan’s execution to-day was in expiation 
of one brutal murder and what at the time 
it was thought would prove another. On the 
night of the 13th of last August Gaitan at- 
tended Ramon Villareal’s fandango, near 
town. He and two companions swaggered 
around the ball space, when Gaitan trod on the 
foot of Luz Contreras. “Are you driving a 


cart, sir?“ asked the latter. Gaitan answered, 
“Don’t vou like it?” to which Contreras re- 
plied. Why, how should I like it, sir?“ 
Gaitau then applied a Spanish oath to Con- 
treras and said, Take that, then, and see how 
you like iti.“ at the seme moment plunging his 
knife into the defenseless man’s back. Con- 
treras walked a few steps and fell dead. 
Holding his bloody knife above his head, 
Guitau then leaped over the benches as if to 
flee. He was — by Policeman Ruez, 
who called upon him to surrender. With 
an awful oath in Spanish, the murderer 
exclaimed, *‘I willshow vou bow I surren- 
der,“ and rushing upon the officer he furi- 
ously stabbed bim in the body with the same 
knifeavbich was still reeking with the blood 
of Contreras. The officer was borne away 
und his wounds were pronounced mortal by 
the surgeons, but with skill and care he sur- 
vived. Gaitan was captured ahd the friends 
ofthe murdered and wounded men were 
with difficulty restrained from lynching him. 
His case came up in December, and the evi- 
dence was all with the State. He was speed- 
ity convicted, on December 31. Judge Rus- 
sel sentenced him to be hanged to-day before 
sunset. Thisisthe first legal execution in 
Cameron county since 1869, when Felipe Es- 
quinal, also a Mexican, was hung for fatally 
stabbing a man with a bayonet. Gaitan was 
one of tne low Mexicans so numerous in this 
section, who are capabie of almost any crime. 


Non-Resident Landlord.

B. VOOMINGTON, ILL., February 10.—Judge 
Epler has just made an important decision in 
the Circuit Court of Logan county. William 


Scully, living in Ireland, owned the 
largest number of acres of land 
in the county, about 50,000 in all.. His land is

France.

SHOT BY HER SWEETHEART. 
A Girl Killed by Her Lover, Who 
. y 8 * 5 Then

1caGO, Feoruary 10.—The fashionable 

neighborhood of Sixteenth street and Michi- 

gan avenue was startled by a murder and 


suicide at 12 o’clock to-day, when 
George Robinson shot his sweetheart 
Mary Baggan, and then killed himsellf. Rob- 


inson, who is thirty-five years of age, and 
employed by the Southern Ice Company, has 


been paying attentions to her for 
some time. They were lately engaged 
to be married. Last eveuing she 


refused to go out with him. He called at the 
house of Mrs. Sweetman, where he was em- 
ployed, 1537 Michigan av., about 11 this a. m. 
After a talk with the lady of the house 
he went into the kitchen where the gir! was, 
and shot her with a 44-caliber revoiver, the 
ball taking effect behind the left ear. He 
placed the revolver behind his own left ear 
and fired again. He expired immediately. 
The girl only lived a few minutes. 


Failures of the Week. 

NEW YORK, February 10.—Failures.con- 
inue to diminish, the reportof R.G. Dun 
& Co. of Mercantile Agency, showing only 
131 in the last seven days against 142 the pre- 
vious week. The Eastern States contribute 
19, Western 40, Southern 24, Middle 28, Pacific 
coast 5, and New York City 5. The principal 
failures in New York City were those of P. 
L. Frenean & Co., in the cloth business, and 
W. R. Preston & Co., grain and cotton com- 
mission. The latter firm is reported to have 
lost $300,000 or $400,000 by the decline in 
cotton and grain within a week. It is 
not known yet how much their liabilities 


are or how they will come out. Looking at 
the failures as a whole as a crilic it is evident 
that they are resolving more and more into 
two kinds, viz: those caused by speculation 
more or less illegitimate, and those which 
are directly fraudulent and collusive. The 
want of axstrong,severe national bankrupt law 
was never more felt than at present,

Beck's Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Senator Beck 
is daily in receipt of letters from bankrupt 
banking firms in the country on the subject of 
his bill to prevent the unlawful certificati n 
of checks by the national banks. Letters com- 
ing to Mr. Beck are, uniformly, in favor 
of the billand urging its passage. At a 
meeting of National bankers, held iu New 
York in 1873, to inquire into the cause of 
the panic then existing, this subject of over 
certification of checks was severely con- 
demned in the report of aspecial commit- 
tee composed of bank Presidents. This 
committee recommended that ein no case 


shall a check or otherwise obligation be cer- 
tified bya bank unless the amount of it is 
first found regularly entered tothe eredit of 
the drawerin the books of the institution.“ 
In his forthcoming speech in support of his 
bill, Beck intends to quote from the report of 
that committee, This bill will probably come 
up next week in the Senate. 
POST-OFFICE COMMITTEE. 

The House Committee on Post-Offices to- 
day agreed to report favorably a bill to make 
all public roads a highway for postal routes. 
This will avoid the necessity of 
special bills to designate the postal routes, 
which take up agreat deal of time of every 
session of Congress. 

NAVAL AFFAIRS.

THE SOPELDO SHOOTING, 


--- -— ———— 


Interview with his Wife—Story of the 
Deadly Quarrel. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 10.—The 
shooting affray at the office of the National 
Republican, last night, is the talk of the town 
to-day. The stories are all contradictory, 
but as near as can be learned the facts are as 
follows: A. M. Soteldo, Jr., a well known 
Washington corres pondent, and his brother, 
Charles, called at the Republican 
office at nine o’clock last night, and went 
to the room of Clarence Barton, the news edi- 
tor. There had been bad blood between the 
parties previously,growing out of publications 
in Barton’s paper reflecting on Soteldo. The 
latter made some insulting remark to Barton, 
and, on his reply, pulled his pistol and fired, 
striking Barton in the neck. Barton tben 
fired, the ball lodging in his assailant’s right 
side, just below the neck, iu the region of the 
spine, and producing instant paraly- 
sis of the lower extremities. Soteldo 
fell, and his brothers Charles and Barton 
engaged in a scuflle, wrestling all the way 
down stairs and outinto the street, where 
Charles Soteldo was arrested. Both men had 
their pistols drawn during the scufile, but 


were unable to use them. Four or tive shots 
were fired during the fight, Lut it is hard to 
ascertain who did the firing. 

A. M. Soteloo was taken to the Providence 
Hospital, where at noon to-day he lies in a 
very critical condition. Heis at present at 
the head of the Washington Bureau of the 
Baltimore Times, and is the clerk of the 
Senate Committee on Railroads. Barton was 
shotin the neck and the right breast near 
the nippie. Charles Sotello is still in jail. 


Soteldo Cannot Recover. 
WASHINGTON, February 10.—A Western 
associated press agent saw Mrs. Soteldo, the 
wife of A. M. Soteldo, who was shot in last 
night's difficulty at the Republican office 
about 11 o’clock. She deciined to say any- 
thing with regard to the merits or demerits 


of the difficulty, saying she knew 
nothing about it. The report 
that she was absent from here 
was incorrect. She was informed of the 


shooting of her husband at an early bour 
after it occurred, and immediate'y went to 


bim. Meantime he had been conveyed to 
the Providence hospital. Mrs. Soteldo 
said this morning that her husband 


realized that he was in a very dangerous con- 
dition; that no marked change since last 
night could be observed, and there was but 


little ground for the hope of recovery. 
He said to her this morning that 
Barton fired the ürst shot. It is 


admitted by Barton that he fired one shot 
immediately after taking his pistol from the 
drawer of the desk, but Barton says he keld 
the pistol low down and tried to shoot 
his assailant in the body somewhere, 
but in the scufiling his aim was 
destroyed, and that he missed Soteldo. 
Bartonfis positive he did not fire the shot that 
did execution, but that Soteldo’s brother 
did. Barton is resting comfortably and wil 
soon recover. Three different men state to- 
day that they heard Soteldo yesterday even- 
ing threaten to kill Barton. 

Soteldo hes made un ante-mortem state- 
ment and his will. He knows he is dying 
and says he is willing to die; that he has no 
further use for life now that the Republican 
has ruined his reputation by its publications. 
He expresses remorse for his past life and 
says he has broken bis wife’s heart. He 
maintains that Barton shot him but says he 
forgives him.

Upon the Late Fight.

Ryan in no Training Ferm and Sullivan. 


an Easy Victor. 


The well known St. I-ouis trainer and 
pugilist, Tom Kelly, arrived home from New 
Orleans at 11 o’clock last night, looking very 
well considering his long trip and the hard 
work and excitement he bas been submitted 
to for the last ten days. He was found at 
his well known headquarters on Market 
street, this morning, surrounded by a score 
of “anxious inqulrers,“ and was expressing 
his views and answering all questions witn 
great good nature. 

“What is your opinion of the fight, Mr. 
Kelly?” asked the Post-DisPaTCH reporter. 

„Simply, it was no fight at all. It was fear- 
fully one-sided and Sullivan had no trouble 
in beating Ryan.“ 

“Did Ryan suffer much during the battle?“ 

„After the second round be stated he 
was in tbe condition of 
dazed. His rupture came 
he suffered terribly. The truth 
that Ryan was in noshape for training, owing 
to hernia. He could not take running exer- 
cise, which is highly essential to improve the 
wind in getting ready for a fight, and could 
scarcely go any «distance above a brisk walk. 
Sullivan bad an easy task.“ 

Ryan will not fight again!“ 

„He made his mind up to that long ago, 
and is satisfied that he was in no way fitted 
for tbe prizering. He will settle down in 
business of some kind or another. Personally 


he was the greatest favorite of 
the two men, being a warm-

to go to England itis probable that an inter- 
national ficht will be the outcome of sucha 
trip. Indeed matters look that way at pres- 
ent. Sullivan is elated with his success and 
would probably jump at an offer from any 
man in the world. 

Mr. Kelly expressed himself greatly 
pieased with the kind manner in which the 
New Orleans sporting men received their 
visitors. Their warm-hearted hospitality 
was demonstrated on every side, and they 
were particularly attentive to him and his 
charge.

The Schnaider Bequest— Commitments 
to the House of Refuge. 


Mayor Ewing is in receipt of applications 
from the various orphan institutions of the 
city for their respective shares of the $4,000 
bequeathed by the late Joseph Schnaider, 
to be distributed among them. 
So far the following institutions 
have applied: The German St. Vincent's 
Orphan Asylum. located on Twentieth street, 
between Cass avenue and O' Fallon street, 
which provides for 175 orphan children; the 
Methodist Orphaus’ Home on Lindel] avenue: 
St. Ann's Widows’ Home, Lying-In-Hos- 
pital and Foundling Asylum wit children; 
the German Protestant Or; hans’ Home,siiu- 
ated on the St. Charles Rock road, which 
provides annually for 204 children; the 
Evangelical Lutberan Asyium, situated on 
the Manchester road, which has 
90 children on band at present; the Protest- 
ant Orphans’ Home, at Webster Groves, 
which has ninety-seven inmates; the Girls’ 
Industrial Home, the Episcopal Orphans’ 
Home situated on Grand and Lafayette ave- 
nues, which at present has seventy inmates 
and which offers to provide for as many as ten 
children annually for the Mayor, and the 
Sisters of the Good Shepherd, “ Seventeenth 


and Chestnut, with inmates, 
Three of the above named 
institutions, namely, the Protestant 


Orphan Asylum at Webster Groves, the Ger- 
man Protestant Orphans’ Home on the St. 
Charles rock road and the Evangelical 
Lutheran Orphan Asylum on the Manchester 
road, are virtually city institutions, although 
located outside the city limits. Nevertheless 
the question naturally arises upon their claim 
fora share ofthe bequest whetheror not 
they are entitled to it, because although 
f“ the city they are not in“ the city. Mr. 
Schnaider probably intended that these in- 
stitutions should de included among 
the beneficiaries of his bounty 
and the Mayor will doubtless 
so decide. The Mayor has not as yet de- 
termined upon the proportion each institu- 
tion shall receive. The will of Mr. Schnaider 
Says the money shall de divided 
among the different orphan asylums of 
the city and leaves the question of the amount 
each shall receive to the Mayor’s discretion. 
It is probable that the money will be divided 
equally, without regard to the fact that some 
institutions provide for a great many more 
children than do some others.

Questioning Nihilists With a Whip. 
Berlin Correspondent London Times. 


A Russian correspondent furnishes me 
with the following interesting particulars of 
a very curious incident which is reported to 
have been the initial cause of the resignation 
of Adjutant-General Tcherevin, late Assist- 
ant Minister of the Interior. 

When Sankofsky, the would-be assassin 
of General Teherevin, and his accomplice 
Melikoft were brought up to be questioned in 
the office of the State Police of the Ministry 
of the Interior the following scene occurred: 
There were present, besides the prisoners 
General Tcharevin, M. Plow, the Director o 
the State Police; General Kozioff, the Prefect~ . 
of St. Petersburg, and two officers of gen- 
darmes. General Tcherevin, who had appar- 
ently just been dining or lunching pretty free- 
ly, insisted upon interrogating the prisoners 
himself, and to the surprise of those present 
called fora whip to be brought so that he 
might therewith emphasize bis questions oa 
Sankofskvand Melikoff. Nobody, however, 
felt equal to comply with this somewhat 
extra-judicial request, although it was re- 
peated several times, and at last one of the 
officials present ventured to expostulate with 
the General against such a proceeding, as it 
would, of course, be made known by the 
prisoners themselves during their trial, and 
would certainly produce a very bad impres- 
sion. Although the General, it is said, in- 
sisted, no one attempted to bring him a whip, 
and, one by one, the higher officials left the 
room, leaving the General alone with the 
prisoners and the gendarmes. The result 
was, no doubt, that the General had at last 
to desist from his threat.“ 


The Regular Edison Bulletin. 
New York Special to Chicago Tribune. 


The Edison company has stopped work for 
the present in the down-town district which 
is to be tighted, but will resume laying the 
mains as soon as the frost is out ef the 
ground. Work onthe station is going or. 
steadily, and the boilers and engines are 
ready to be put up. From the thirty or for- 
ty establishments throughout the country 
now using the Edison ligotaja table has been 
compiled, showing from the expense of run» 
ning these lights their cost as compared to

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DISEASE IN ICE. 


Freezing Does Not Eliminate the Im- 
purities of Water. 
Newport (R. I.) Cor. New x ork World. 

The attention of Prof. Ravhael Pumpelly, 
the head of the Geological Bureau here, was 
drawn tbis evening to the interesting articles 
and interviews contained in Sunday’s and 

day’s World in reference to the possi- 
ty of ice conveying disease, and he was 
ed to give your correspondent such in- 
ation as he possessed on the subject. 
He said: “As to the possibility of ice con- 
veying disease, I think there is no doubt that 
ice can convey any disease that the water 
from which itis frozen can convey in so far 
as such disease arises from the germs of low 
vegetable erganisms. The question was 
put to me last year by the Sanitary 
Association of Ne port as to whether ice 
in freezing freed itself from these organisms. 
We know already that comparatively slight 
variations of temperature, much less than 
those between the freezing and beiling. will 
destroy adult bacteria in water, but their 
germs withstand both severe freezing and in 
some cases actual boiling. To determine this 
point, we tested samples of ice taken from 
the centers of blocks, and found iu every in- 
stance that they infected sterilizea beef in- 
fusions with the germs of putrefications 
which are presentin all water and atmos- 
pheres, in forty-eight hours. Of course every 
precaution was used in these, as in all our 
experiments for the National Board 
of Health, to prevent the in- 
fection of the samples by germs floating in the 
atmosphere. I am inclined to think that there 
is, on the whole, more danger of ice carry- 
ing contamination than the waterfrom which 
it is frozen, for the following reasons: Iu the 
warm weatber sewage and other organic 
matter coming into a pond is much more 
rapidly oxidized and dissipated than in win- 
ter, when this process is yery much retarded 
by the low temperature. For this reason ice 
formed on such a pond should contain. it 
would seem, a considerably larger amount of 
contamination than the water would have in 
the summer. The ability of ice to carry 
disease | should consider affected by the same 
conditions as would affect the weather as re- 
gards the questions of dilution.’’ 

* Wou'd impure ice used in refrigerators, 
large or small, imoart disease to the meats 
contained therein?“ 

It brought in contact with meat, infected 
ice would doubtiess infect the meat. If used 
simply asa cooler and not in contact with 
the meat and where the water from the ice 
could not drip onthe meat it would not be 
likely to infect it so long as the refrigerator 
remained in use and constantly wet, for very 
extensive experiments made by Dr. Smythe 
and myself proved conclusively that neither 
germs nor adult bacteria can disentangie 
themselves from a wet or moist surrounding. 
The danger would be after the refrigeratar 
had become dry and the impurities of the 
ice had become pulvariolant and so liable to 
float in the atmosphere.“ 

Is there then any way of discovering that 
disease has reached the meat as just sug- 
gested?’ 

“No.” 

**What sort of water do you believe cap- 
able of producing the purest ice?“ 

believe to be wholesome the ice formed 
in any stream which does not receive the 
sewage nor the refuse from factories nor an 
unusual proportion of agricu/tural drainage. 
The same remark should apply to lake ice, 
with the exception that in malarial regions 
pond ice is open to suspicion.’’ 

“What ice do you use in your family?“ 

In common with the other members of 
the Sanitary Protection Association of this 
city, Luseice from the Lily pond, near the 
Oc an drive, which is moon by the New- 
wort Ice Company, and which I consider per- 
fectiy safe.“ 

What effect would there be upon the ice 
formed inthe pond which receives only a 
small quantity of drainage matter!“ 

“That would depend upon the size of the 
‘ond. Unless the proportion of the drain- 
ve matter to the size of the pond was con- 
iderable, there would probably be but little 
anger, unless germs of typhoid fever were 

ontained in the sewage.”’ 

„Are there anv special districts in this 
vicinity or near New York or near other large 
centres where ice, in your opinion, utterly 
incapable of imparting disease, can be gath- 
ert d?“ 

“I cannot answer that except in a general 
way. I should say that undoubtedly the 
great bulk of the ice received in our cities is 
perfectiv wholesome, and probably in most 
ponds and rivers receiving sewage in consid- 
era! le quantities portions of the ice may be 
wholly freefrom danger. But, considering 
the fact that our ice supplies are drawn from 
80 Many quarters in the North, portions of it 
undoubtediy coming from locatlities that are, 
to say the least, suspicious, we can never be 
certain of not happening upon one infected 
piece among thousands of safe ones. The 
whole subject should, I think, be authorita- 
tively investigated and controlled.“

Pirates of the Chesapeake. 
From the New York Sun. 


The pirates of the Chesapeake are not free- 
booters of the old sort, who scuttled ships 
and made the crews walk the plank. Their 
scenes of rapine are on the oyster-beds, and 
their war is against those who interfere with 
them. The laws of Maryland and Virginia 
aim to protect a large part of the beds against 
the operations of the oyster dredgers, who 
work by letting down large iron scoops 
from their vessels, The dredgers, however, 
constantly vlolate he law. Two years ago a 
fleet of piratical vessels took possession of the 
mouth of the Rappabanneck by force of 
arms, and held it until the Virginia Legisla- 
turethreatened to send men and guns to 
bombard them. 

Just now the Maryland authorities are ex- 
ciid ove the exploits of a pirate fleet 
of six vessels dredfing on forbidden grounds 
off Popiar Island. The crews of these boats 
use their rifles freely when an oyster police 
boat comes in sight, end tbey have thus far 
beaten off all attack. (apt. Valliant, of the 
oyster police force, posted two of his sons on 
a point to watch the vessels. The pirates 
discovering them, opened fire. The young 
men got behind ft logs, and had to stay 
there all day, for as soon as one showed him- 
self be was fired upon. Capt. Valliant has 
obtained a cannon for his guard boat, and 
the oyster police are to make a determined 
assault upon the pirates. There is a lively 
interest over the prospect of a naval battle; 
but the probability is that before the oyster 
I get read for the fray the pirates will 

ave filied their boats and made off.

All, however, were 
strong in their expressions of disapproval, a 
majority of them being of the opinion that 
should the roofs of buildings be used in lieu 
of underground conduits, the property- 
owners would be compelled to assume the 
risk of loss by fire or to pay a largely in- 
creased rate of insurance. 

Inspesking of the matter late in the after- 
noon, Mr. Montgomery, of the American 
company, who is also a member of the Phil- 
adelphia Board of Underwriters’ Committee 
on E'ectric Lighting. said that he considered 
the wires stretched from the Girard House 
to Hood, Bonbright & Co.’s building as espe- 
cially dangerous tothe buildings over which 
they pa-sed. The wires being made of cop- 
per would sag with the weight of their 
length, and, in sagging. wouldrub against 
some building underneath and so cause an 
accident. By rubbing inst an iron roof 
the insulating material, be thought, would 
soon wear off. and the next rainy day would 
ground the electric current with unpleasant 
results.

An Indiana Judge in Trouble. 
Indianapolis Special to Chicago Times. 


The celebrated scandal concerning Hon. H. 
W. Harrington, of this city, and his present 
and former wife, which created so much ex- 
citement here, has gotten into the courts ina 
definite shape. Nearly three years ago, dur- 
ing the Tate murder trial,in which Judge 
Harrington and Hon. J. W. Gordon, now 
clerk of the Supreme Court, were engaged, 
tbe latter charged that Harrington 's 
p esent wife had been an unchaste woman,and 
that the Judge had lived in adultery with her 
previous to their marriage. Great excite- 
ment resulted from the publicity of this 
charge, and, the day following, Judge Har- 
rington, in an interview with the Sentinel 
concerning his family affairs, said he had se- 
cured a divorce from his former wife, Ade- 
laide Harrington, on the ground of her adul- 
tery in New York, where she now resides, 
with a man named Manley, and that after he 
had again married she sued him for divorce 
and got a decree by default, alleging that he 
was living with his present wife in adultery. 
As soon as the interview appeared in print, 
Mrs. Harrington No. 1 brought suit against 
her ex-busband and the Sentinel Company 
for $0,000 for libel. The matter came up In 
the Federal Court Saturday, before Judge 
Gresham, on demurrer. In the argument, 
Harrington’s counsel urged that he did no 
more than the law allowed in defense of him- 
self and family, and that the facts in the 
interview were made public, not out of ber- 
sonal ill-will or malice against his former 
wife, but that the community which had heard 
the charges against him and his present wife 
might know the real facts. The court 
made a decision to-day, and in passing on 
the demurrer said that the law permitted a 
man to make a fair statement in reply toa 
public attack on his own cbaracter or that ot 
his family, provided his publication was not 
prompted by maiice, but that the complaint 
in the present instance charged that Judge 
Harrington’s statements were false and ma- 
licious, and he must, therefore, answer the 
complaint, andsubmitto the jury whether 
he was called upon by the oceasion to make 
the statements in good faith or malice. This 
makes a definite issue out of the case, which 
will soon come up for trial. Judge Harring- 
ton isa prominent member of the bar here, 
and a leader of the temperance people of the 
state. 


Napoleon’s old Pals.

Survivors of Napoleon’s wars are dyin 
nowadays in large numbers. The death o 
perhaps a score has been noted within the 
past year, and Capt. Daniel Kadacsi, of the 
Austrianf Army, bas joined the number. 
He entered that army in 1790, and served 
throughout the long struggle with the Corst- 
can. He was promoted to the rank of First 
Lieutenant after tne battle of Wagram, and 
fiua'tly got to bea Captain—the nizhest rank 
he ever obtained after a war career of thirty 
years. While he was once quartered in Tus- 
cany he became intimate with a young officer 
in the army of the Pope, named Giovanni 
Mastai Feretti, better known as Pope Pius 
IX., and of whom he afterward spoke as a 
geod-natured, sentimental lad, obviou-ly unfit 
for a soldier’s life, and the butt of his more 
spirited and soidierly comrades.’ It is be- 
lieved that Kadacsi, who formed a part of the 
military esc rt that accompanied the first 
Napoleon to Elba, was the last member of the 
escort who survived.

The Chinese at Home. 
From the New York Times. 


A large audience filled the hall of the Coop- 
er Union last evening to hear Mr. E. B. 
Drew’s lecture on the Chinese. Mr. Drew 
has been a resident of the Celestial Empire 
since 1865, and now holds the office under 
that government of Commissioner of the 
Imperial Customs. The lecture last evening 
was devoted to the social and home life of 
the Cninese, and showed careful study and 
a thorough knowledge of their habits. “The 
curse of intemperance in the use of liquors,“ 
said Mr. Drew, “is almost unknown. The 
Chinese are a people of very regular habits. 
They are personaliy cleanly; baths are pro- 
vided for the people at very low prices, and 
these luxuries are universally appreciated 
and made use of; hot baths can be had fora 
penny each, with attendance.’ It bad been 
often remarked, he stated, that no Chinaman 
plants more rice than be personally 
cum care for; laborers are well paid 
at 17 cents per day, and a liberal 
salary for a Chinese lackey or house ser- 
vant is from $5 to $10 per month, the employe 
finding himself. There is no wife-beating in 
China. The laborer, after his toil, revels in 
opium, which quiets and soothes his nervous 
system, rather vending to amiability or stupor 
than to the undesirable activity of the Western 
field- hand who regales himself in his leisure 
hours with whisky. Mr. Drew spoke at 
length of the opium habit, and said that, 
although it was undeniably a national vice, it 
was not indulged in so universally as had 
been often reported by casual observers. He 
spoke of the difference in potency of the 
Indian drug and that grown in the confines 
of the Chinese Empire itself. Chinese opium 
was very much milder, and perhaps almost 
corresponded with the tobacco of the Western 
races. It was not impossible that the Chinese 
emigrants to this country, after a residence 
here, might forego the deadlier drug entirely 
and adopt the tobacco habit of their new 
neighbors. He referred to the spirit of caste 
ia China and the deep-rooted custom of 
ancestor worship and the conservation of 
the purity of the gens. A girl child was 
not so Welcome a newcomer to a Chinese 
father as a boy, and this was its explana- 
tion: The boy perpetuated the race, while 
the girl ou y grew up to become a member 
and worshiper of the lares of another family. 
This explained the custom, ifsuch it could 
De called, ofinfanticide of female children, 
although this rarely occurred except among 
the poorer classes. Public sentiment was 
opposed toit; signs were sometimec to be 
seenin public places by the water’s side, 
“Do not drown your girls.“ Inthe Chinese 
families the boy buries the father, for, dead, 
he becomes an object of worship. The son 
conducts the religious rites of the tribe, and 
propitiates by prayer and reverence the up- 
forgetful shade. The social status of Chinese 
women was vet comparativelylow; the man 
who loved his wife better than his mother or 
sisters would be thought a moral enigma. 
**A wife,”’? says a Chinese moralist, “if lost 
at any time can be replaced, but your parents 
never.” And yet the Regency of the Empire 
was heldbytwo women. “Chinese women 
are much as others of their sex.“ He spoke 
of thesize of their f:et, which were often 
but two or three inches long, and so difficult 
to use that itoften became necessary for a 
Chinese woman of high rank to use a lamp- 
post or Wall as a support if standing. Stil! 
they dined together, they gossiped, they 
envied each other, and bred miscnief as 
neatly as if they had been Occidentals,

Mining in Georgia. 
From the New York Times. 

Two gentlemen who have just returned 
from oneof the mining camps in Georgia 
give an inferesting account of the Ways of 
lite and labor in a wild Southern region. 
The camp was situated near Dahlonega, right 
inthe midst of an active miuing district. 
Dahlonega is asmall and secluded town of 
less than a thousand inhabitants, and is 
reached by horse and wagon over piains and 
hills from Gainesville, about twenty-five 
miles distant. The latter town, and many 
places between Gainesville and Dahionega, 
have a romantic and historical interest 
which grew out of the sectional war. The 
two travelers, on arriviig at Gainesville, 
found that rain had iailen steadily during 
seventeen days throughout a large part of 
Georgia, and the roads were in consequence 
aimost impassable. They made their way 
with the greatest d’fficulty through deep mud 
and across swollen streams to Dahlonega, 
and were compelled to lodge one night in 
a log hut. One oftheir stopping places was 
a post-office, where aSouthern woman, bur- 
dened with a husband and several children, 
served as post-mistress ata salary of $120 a 
year. When they arrived here the night was 
pitch dark, and they were willing to pay 
almost any price forthe comfort and ben et 
of alantern. They induced the post-mis- 
tress to part with her only candle, finally, for 
the conssderation of $i. Ther discovered, 
upon reaching the mining districts. that no 
work had been done there for two weeks, as 
the flood of rain had kept everything at a 
standstill. They found, moreover, that the 
miners and inhabitants of the region were 
for the most part a triftiess, ignorant, untidy 
set, whose chief business seemed to be to 
discuss theevents of the war with as much 
enthusiasm as though the they had hap- 
penea yesterday. They proved to be, how- 
ever, good-hearted and robust men and 
women, who might be changed, by 
proper care and training into indus- 
trious work- people. Their chief education. 
unfortunately, was gaihered from a single 
newspaper, an intensely radical Democratic 
journal, which inoculated their simple minds 
with partisan theories and sectional notions. 
Their view of the Government, was, necessa- 
rily, an antagnonistic one. Their habits of 
life were painfully primitive, and their ideas 
upon domestic comfort, progress and other 
entertaining matiers were perfectiy childiike. 
They used candles io mines, lived on indi- 
gestible corn-cakes, blew on their fires to 
make them burn, ignored the comb and 
brush, and were untroubled by any disease 
except pneumonia. There is a public school 
at Dahlonega, partly sustained out of the 
Peabody fund, where grown men are taught 
like young children. The mines were, how- 
ever, found to be astonishingly rich, and, 
where capital had taken bold of them, 
prosperous.

THE GAMBLING CASES. 


The Keno“ Men get their Trial again 
Adjourned. 

Mr. William Patrick, attorney for R. C. 
Pate, charged with keeping a gambling house 
and in 84 similar cases, appeared in the 
Criminal Court this morning and asked that 
time be granted the defense to introduce 
testimony in support of the points raised in 


e plea offered in the Criminal Court yester- 
day.Gov.Johnson, the author of the law which 
the gambiers are now endeavoring to perfor- 
ate, was on hand to see the effect of the legal 
volley on his works. The points raised by the 
attorneys for the gamblers is, that the law 
was not passed according to the provisions of 
the Coustitution, which they proposed to 
prove, as Mr. Patrick said, by taking the 
testimony of the legislators and persons 
familiar with the passage of the act. Circuit 
Attorney Harris stated thatthe defendants 
had no right to a continuance, in order to 
procure and introduce evidence which, itself, 
was not legal and could not be in- 
troduced. No fraud was alleged 
and in his opinion the only evidence the law 
anticipated should be introduced to prove the 

assage ofthe law was the journal of the 
neral Assembly, which was printed under 
authority oflaw. If the door was thrown 
open and the defendants allowed to introduce 
testimony other than the official journal it 
would never be closed. To-morrow 
he might be notified that de- 
positions were to be taken in 
Texas by the defense, and next day in Chicago 
and in Central Africa and the Pacific Islands, 
and where it would end no one could tell. In 
support of his position—viz., that the defense 
had no right to introduce this testimony—he 
read the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. Judge Laughlin said that 
many of the points were new to him, 
and as the easiest thing 
in was to reverse a 
criminal case, he thought the best way to 
make haste was to go slow. Many interest- 
ing points would come up, and, considering 
the condition of the docket, he laid the mat- 
ter over until March 20. Mr. Patrick said, 
that, as soon as he could secure the testi- 
mony he wanted, he would notify 
Circuit Attorney Harris and lose no 
time. The Texas depositions spoken 
of isthe testimony of “Journalist’’ J. H. 
Hawley, who was clerk of the House. Mr. 
Harris said if Mr. Hawley would come into 
court and impeach the records of the journal 
which he had sworn to keep fully and cor- 
rectly, he would like to see himdoit. The 
right to take depositions in such a case Mr. 
Harris denied the defendants and said that 
it would open a door which he could never 
close, but at which he proposed to take up a 
position where he could see all that occur- 
red.

CAUSTIC CRITICISM. 


Legal Publication Sitting in Judgment 
on Circuit Court Decisions. 


The Southern Law Review, edited by 
Lucien Eaton, containsin the present num- 
ber the following caustic criticism upon the 
law’s interpretation in Circuit Courts: 


The volume of cases determined in the 
Supreme Court of Missouri just issued con- 
tains reports of 132 cases. Of the twenty-one 
cases from the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
fifteen (15) were affirmed and six (6) were 
reversed. This is a noticeable gain for the 
latter court, and verifies the remark made in 
the previous volume, that the rate of im- 
provement there noted it would be desirable 
to prevail in the inferior appellate court. But 
so much the worse for the other courts. Of 
the one hundred and three (108) cases ap- 
pealed from them, fifty-one (51) were re- 
versed and fiftv-two (52) were affirmed, If 
we omit those cases in which the real pur- 
pose of the appeal was delayed only, it 
is obvious that much more than one-half of 
the appealed cases were reversed. Such a 
state of things was certainly very bad, where- 
ever the fault lies. If the inferior judiciary 
thus by the solemn judgment of the ultimate 
tribunal are wrong half or more than half the 
time, the practice of law in them is a lottery, 
and the results demoralizing and dishearten- 
ing to the bar and the people. To the uncer- 
tainty of juries is superadded the equal un- 
certainty ofthe judge. And what a mass of 
error is implied in those rulings of the lower 
courts, which for one cause or another, fail of 
review in the court of last resort! 
The blunders there cannot be less. The 
bar and the people suffer together. It would 
not be just, however, to charge so much to 
the inferior judiciary. A careful survey of 
this volume convinces us the percentage of 
error in the cases not appealed should not be 
measured by the results in the appeals. The 
Supreme Court of Missouri, though respecta- 
ble, is by no means strong. Someof its 
weaker elements will soon disappear, and an 
infusion of new and vigorous life will per- 
baps renew the goiden days of Gamble and 
those whose learning and wisdom gave 80 
much honor to this court. It certainly be- 
hooves the bar of the State to spare no efforts 
to this end. 


THE NATATORIUM WALLS. 


Special Jury Sitting Upon a Con- 
tractor’s Claim—Stout Defense. 


A special jury is sitting to-day in Judge 
Horner’s court in the trial of a contractor’s 
suit against the Natatorium. The plaintiffs 
are Messrs. Mockler & Doyle, bricklayers, 
who undertook last May to erect the brick 
walls tor the swimming  establish- 
ment on Pine street, under the de- 
signs of the architect, J. B. Legg. 
The contract price was $5,165 and there was 


some extra work required to be done, flues, 
etc., at a cost of $405.42. The contractor en- 
tered a mechanic’s lien suit against the 
Natatorium for $1,567.71, the balance 
alleged to be due on their account. 
In answer and counter claim is 
put in by the company alleg- 
ing that the contractors agreed to build 
the Natatorium walls as rapidiyias brick could 
be furnished from the Hvdraulic Press Brick 
works, but they neglected to do 80. A delay 
of eighteen days was caused thereby, and ata 
time when the opening of the establishment 
was urgentiy necessary for the convenience of 
the public and the prcfit of the company. 
For this delay in the hot weeks of summer 
the Natatorium people claim $4,666 damages 
against the contractors. They further com- 
— that the east and west walls of the 

un ding were not skilifully erected, and not 
plum», but ſleaned toward the center in a very 
dangerous manner. The upper story of the 
east wall and the west wall had to be 
straightened out and the cost of doing this 
was, $678 for which judgment is claimed 
against the contractors.
